The safe in tne co al o ffice o f D. B. 
Raymo nd *& So n was blo wn o pen by 
cracksmen at an early ho ur this mo rn­ 
ing, but after prying o ff the inner 
do o r the ro bbers fo und but a few 
pennies,-abo ut sixteen o r eighteen 
cents. It is the custo m o f the mem­ 
bers o f the firm to bank the mo ney o n 
hand at the clo se o f each day and 
fro m the fact that the o perato rs did 
no t info rm themselves o f this fact it 
is tho ught that they were pro fessio nals 
who were passing thro ugh this sec­ 
tio n o f co untry. 
Sho rtly after 2 o ’clo ck this mo rning 
—Officer Jack Winters says 2:07 —a 
lo ud explo sio n was heard thro ugho ut 
No rth Dixo n. Officer Winters was o n 
the so uth side o f the river and Officer 
Jero me McKenney was near the O. H. 
Bro wn residence o n No rth Galena ave­ 
nue. They were unable to lo cate the 
so urce o f the explo sio n which wo ke up 
a number o f citizens living near the 
scene. No investigatio n was made by 
any o f the latter. 
The o ffice o f Raymo nd & So n is just 
so uth o f the No rth Dixo n depo t o n 
No rth Crawfo rd avenue. This mo rn­ 
ing abo ut 6 o ’clo ck when D. B. Ray­ 
mo nd went there to o pen up he no ticed 
that the o ffice windo w shades were 
all pulled do wn and th at the lo ck o n 
the do o r had been bro ken o ff. 
Open­ 
ing the do o r a scene o f co nfusio n met 
his eye. The safe was wide o pen, the 
heavy do o r having been blo wn 
to 
pieces, leaving o nly the fro nt plate 
swinging o n the hinges, while a piece 
the do o r bad crashed up thro ugh 
the matched ceiling, tearing a large 
e. The ro bbers had left two large 
cro wbars o n the ffo o r, these being 
used to pry o pen the inner do o r 
the safe. One was an I. C. bar and 
o ther belo nged to Mr. Raymo nd. 
They had bro ken o ut the kno b o f the 
co mbinatio n, po uring in nitro glycerine 
so me o f which had been spilled o n the 
flo o r. A deto nating fuse was applied 
and the ro bbers then went o ut in the 
field west o f the o ffice until the ex­ 
plo sio n came.

T h e y W e r e I n v e n te d b y L on la R ob ­ 
e r t, a Y ou n g F r e n c h m an . 
The inv entor of machinery for paper 
making, as distingu ished from mere 
pu lping machines, was Lou is Rob ert, a 
clerk in the employment of Messrs. 
Didot of the Essonnes paper mills, 
near Paris. 
In 1798 he completed a 
small model for a continu ou s web of 
paper on an endless wTlre cloth, to 
which rotary motion was applied. Con­ 
tinu ou s 
length 
was 
thu s 
secu red, 
thou gh at first the width was only 
that of an ordinary piece of tape. 
A machine soon followed produ cing 
a width of twenty-fou r Inches, for 
which Rob ert had a patent from the 
French gov ernment and a reward of 
8,000 francs. 
Messrs. Didot b ou ght 
this patent and the machines, and in 
1801 indu ced a well known English 
firm — Fou rdrinnier — to take it u p. 
Helped b y a clev er you ng mechanic 
named Donkin of Dartford paper mills 
they so improv ed the machinery that 
a Fou rdrinnler machine is still the 
practical equ ipment of ev ery paper 
making estab lishment the world ov er.

The sclara, of the genus tip ulx, a 
tiny wormlike creature which is found 
In the forests of Norway and Hungary ’ 
during the month of July or early in 
August, gather In huge numbers p re­ 
p aratory to migrating in search of food 
or for a change of conditions. When 
setting out on this journey , they stick 
themselves together by m eans of some 
glutinous m atter and form a huge ser­ 
p entlike mass, often reaching a length 
of between forty and fifty feet and sev­ 
eral Inches in thickness. As the sciara 
is only on an average of about three 
thirty -seconds of an inch hi lorn h, 
With no ap p reciable breadth whatever, 
the number req uired to form a continu­ 
ous line of the size above mentioned is 
incalculable. 
Their p ace is of course very slow, 
and up on meeting an obstacle, such as 
a stick or stone, they either w rithe over 
or around it, sometimes breaking Into 
two bodies for the p urp ose. 
A cele­ 
brated French naturalist say s that if 
the rear p ortion of this suakellke p ro­ 
cession be brought into contact with 
the front p art the insects will keep 
moving round in that circle for hours, 
never seeming to realize th at they are 
getting no farther on their journey . If 
the p ortions be broken in two, the p ro­ 
cession will unite in a short time. When 
the p easant meets one of these p roces­ 
sions, he will luy some obstacle In front 
of it. 
If it p asses over it, it is a good 
omeq .

The Jap s have a q uaint standard of 
p erfection by which they assess canine 
merits. Thus the sleeve dog has or 
ought to have five cardinal “p oints”— 
the “buttcrily head,” in which the color

ing hair is technically called, and lastly 
the tightly curled, p rofusely feathered 
tail sy mbolical of the sacred flower of 
Jap an, the chry santhemum.

Susarion belonged to Megaris, a state 
of ancient Greece, w’hose inhabitants 
were celebrated for their coarse hu­ 
mor, and who, in their villages during 
the evenings, were wont to hold w hat 
they called a comus; really a revel, in 
which imp romp tu acting, coup led with 
buffoonery , p lay ed a considerable p art. 
From tl^is word we have our comedy . 
In England the old miracle p lay s de­ 
generated very early Into w hat but 
for tbeir religious associations were 
mere farces, but the first p urely Eng­ 
lish comedy was one by Udall, an as­ 
sistant m aster at Eton, and subse­ 
q uently head master of W estm inster 
school. 
It was entitled “Ralp h Rois- 
ter-I)oister” and seems to have been 
p erformed in London about 1551, being 
p ublished in 1566, ten y ears after its 
autho r’s death.

“Dozen” is from tbe French dou- 
zaine, a collection of articles generally 
numbered together. It is used in the 
Herefordshire p oems, 1 2SKJ, anti shows 
French for the first time encroaching 
up on English numerals. This enshrines 
a great historical fact,#for from 
1 2 2 0 to 
1280 it was the custom to look to 
France as leader of all Europ e in art, 
chivalry , fashion, war and learning. 
“Score” for tw enty came into the lan­ 
guage nearly a t the same time, but 
was not exclusively French. It comes 
from the Anglo-Saxon scor, the root of 
shear, shire, scar, and means to cut. 
Our ancestors, to avoid the difficulty 
of large numbers, used to keep ac­ 
counts by cutting notches in a stick, 
called a tally , and after tw enty such 
notches they cut off the tally , which 
thus became a “score.” These were 
used iu England for keep ing the ex­ 
cheq uer accounts, even to the begin­ 
ning of the nineteenth century . 
A 
cricket score was once spoken of as so 
many notches, and the rind of pork Is 
scored. The word is first used in a 
poem called “ The Bestiary ” and in 
“Cursor Mundi.” —Londou Answers.
